Tuners is nothing in the manner of European, and especially 
Protestant English life, which makes so deep an impression upon 
the savages of the south and the half-civilised natives of the east 
as the peculiarity of our religious worship. They can under- 
stand the morning and evening prayer; they have a perception 
of the purposes of Sabbath service ; for in these orisons and cere- 
monies they affect to trace a parallel to their own mechanical de- 
votions. The Mussulman daily reads his passages from the 
Koran, and the Hindoo mutters his muntras with the smallest 
conceivable apprehension of the blessings he implores, or the 
moral lessons he repeats, and he believes the Christian to be as 
much the creature of 10% and verbal worship as himself. But 
while the Mabommedan consecrates a month to a sacred fast, and 
revives in his Mohurrum the history of the Imaums; while the 
Hindoo sets apart forty or fifty days in the year to the payment 
of especial homage to divers deities, or the celebration of special 
occurrences, both are astonished to observe that, save the solitary 
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profitable festivals and charities upon their tenets; the Christian 
is guided by the fourth commandment, whose divine origin no one 
can doubt who has been blessed with access to Holy Writ. 

But though, in actual practice, the Protestant sets apart but 
little of his time for devotion, extra to the daily and weekly offer- 
ing, the Establishment provides for special services throughout 
the year ; and thus, in principle, recognises the duty of continual 
thanksgiving and entreaty. There is thus no lack of good inten- 
tion, and we would fain believe that were not the quotidian calls 
on man’s labour incompatible with the appropriation of his time 
to additional religious duties, the minister would have congrega- 
tions on week days as he has them on the Sabbath. Habit, how- 
ever, has powerful influences on thought; and he who is not 
accustomed to enter the temple of his God, is apt to forget that 
a special acknowledgment of the goodness of his Creator is alike 
a natural and a religious obligation. It hence becomes the duty 
of the Government to remind him of his compact to “ render 
unto God the things that are God’s ;” and in no less objectionable 
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plenitude of the wealth vouchsafed to us, let us not forget the 
duty of rightly using the abundance poured upon our “ flowery 
fields.” There is yet great misery throughout the land. The 
failure of a season’s crops is not repaired by one succeeding sea- 
son of affluence. Famine leaves a legacy of wretchedness to 
myriads. To mitigate this sad bequest now that we are u on the 
threshold of stern winter, is as much a duty as it should to a de- 
light to those on whom the gifts of plenty have been showered in 
happy profusion. Anticipating the public disposition in this re- 
spect, the royal decree has gone forth for the reception of the free 
charity of the pious and the grateful, and its application to the 
wants of the still suffering Irish. But the invitation was scarcely 
needed. To give to the poor from our own stock of superabun- 
dance is a natural impulse, and this instinctive benevolence has 
its double reward on the consciousness of good intent, and the 
assurance that the bounty will be well bestowed by the duly con- 
stituted custodians of public charity. Many a hearth was warmed

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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 
HOUSE OF LORDS. 

The Lord Chancellor and other peers met in the House of Lords on Tuesday, 
being the day to which Parliament was prorogued on the 21st of September last, 
for the purpose of still further Proroguing Parliament until the 11th of November 
next, in conformity with the Royal Proclamation,jwhich appeared in the “ Ga- 
zette” of Friday last. The House was in a state of most admired disorder. On 
the right of the throne a scaffolding was erected, on which the artists are carry- 
ing on the fresco painting by Maclise, and which would appear, from the glimpses 
we caught of it, tobe in a forward state. ISO much of it as could be seenjwas much 
admired. There were also scaffoldings at the other end of the chamber, over the 
reporters’ gallery, in which also {the decorators of the House were carrying on 
their labours. Below the bar several of the officers of the House were in attend- 
ance, as well as the High Bailiff of Westminster, and other officials. Besides the 
Lord Chancellor, the peers present were—the Marquis of Clanricarde and the 
Earl of Auckland. 

At two o'clock the Lord Chancellor took his seat on the woolsack ; and the 
Yeoman Usher of the Black Rod introduced Mr. W. Ley, the Clerk-Assistant of 
the House of Commons, as the representative of the Lower House. The Lorp 
CHANCELLOR then said that her Majesty had been pleased to issue her writ, under 
the Great Seal, for the further prorogation of Parliament, which the Clerk would 
read, The writ was accordingly read by the Clerk at the table. The writ pro- 
rogued the meeting of Parliament to Thursday, the llth of November. The 
Lord Chancellor then rose from the woolsack, and having bowed to the other 
peers, retired. The proceedings did not occupy above a minute.

The 
man, Davis, is the keeper of some refreshment-rooms, and he and 
his wife have for some time lived unhappily together. A few days 
since she applied to the magistrates for a summons against him for 


ill-treatment. The case was to have been heard on the morning of 


the occurrence of the outrage; but, prior to the hour fixed, Davis 
asked his wife whether she persisted in her purpose. She replied in 
the affirmative; whereupon the husband seized the poor woman by 
her neck, and with a case-knife commenced sawing at her neck until 
her head was nearly severed from her body. Assistance was speedily 
rendered, but death ensued in a few minutes. The murderer was 
taken into custody on the spot. At first he denied having committed 
the crime, although another woman was in the house at the time, and 
had witnessed the act. From the violence of temper he had exhi- 
bited of late, it seems probable that he was labouring under mental 
derangement, in consequence of excessive drinking. 

rswicu. — John Nunn, a hawker of fish, residing in Upper Or- 
well Street, a few days ago went home and commenced a quarrel 
with his wife, at the same time ordering her to provide him instantly 
with supper. The woman accordingly cooked him some food, to 
which he sat down, when a further altercation took place, the result 
of which was, that Nunn rose from his seat, and followed his wife to 
the door. Before she could obtain assistance, with the knife he had 
been using at table he stabbed her in the neck. No fatal results are 
anticipated ; but for the fact of the woman having drawn back her 
head at the time of the assault, there can be no doubt that the wound 
would have been fatal. 

Kewnvat. — A serious casualty occurred on Monday, on the Lan- 
caster and Carlisle line, close to the Milnthorp station. A luggage 
train from the south was standing at the station on the down line, 
when a train Jaden with cattle, drawn by two engines, came up at a 
rapid rate, and before warning could be given, ran into the luggage 
train, throwing over and smashing the engine, and forcing it some 
yards off the line. One of the engines of the cattle train was also 
very much damaged, and the stoker so seriously injured, that he died 
shortly after. Three other men connected with the trains were 
severely, but it is thought not fatally, hurt. Fourteen of the bullocks 
were killed upon the spot, and lay among the ruins of the trucks in a 
dreadfully mangled condition. It is said that the luggage-train was 
not in its proper place, but ought to have been“ shunted,” so that the 
line would have been clear. The passenger train from the south 
came up to the spot immediately after the accident. Had it arrived 
a very short time before, the most serious consequences might 
have ensued. 

_tuxcorx.—The school now building by the Wesleyans in Church 

Fields, Runcorn, on the educational principle, is finished externally 
all but the roof. When Mr. Rippon wrote to the Earl of Ellesmere, 
to ask him for the grant of ground it is built upon, the rent of which

8 Suexsorne,—James Lambert, of Haydon, was committed on the 
Tth inst. for killing a deer, the property of Earl Digby. It appeared 
from the evidence of a man named Warren, that returning late one 
evening through Sherborne Park, he observed, a little way out of his 
path, something white, covered lightly with fern. On removing the 
fern he found beneath it a buck, quite warm, with its throat cut. He 
concealed himself for a short time, and saw two men come over 
Haydon wall, and on his return to the spot where he had found the 
buck he discovered that it had been taken away. On the following 
morning, before Warren was up, Lambert called on him, and asked 
if he had said anything about what he had seen the previous night, 
adding that he had cut the throat of the buck, and intended to have 
it himself. Warren replied that he should immediately give in- 
formation to one of the keepers, which he did. On this evidence the 
prisoner was committed. 

Rotvenpen,—An inquest was held on Saturday, before C, Willis, 
Esq., on the body of John Moon, a labourer. He had been in the 
employ of Charles Pilcher, Esq., for twenty years, but owing to a 
little misunderstanding he was discharged about two months since. 
The fact of being discharged, and having: no prospect of continued 
work during the winter, so preyed upon his mind, that at times he 
has been but a little better than a deranged person. On the day of 
his death he started to his work as usual, but returned before he got 
there, and complained of a pain in his heart. He then got into bed 
with his wife, who had not risen, and requested her to get him a little 
gin.

On Tuesday evening he returned home, and drank nearly the whole 
of the contents of a cup which stood on a table, no doubt being 
tempted by the smell. His little sister, two years of age, then swal- 
Jowed what remained of the liquor. Immediately afterwards the lad 
fell on the floor, and was seized with a violent fit. The little girl 
evinced similar symptoms, though of a lesser degree. A surgeon 
was sent for, but by the time he had arrived the youth had expired. 
The girl was suffering considerably, and for some time her recovery 
was deemed doubtful. It appeared from the statement of the mother 
of the deceased, that she was an out-door patient of the general in- 
firmary, and the medicine was supplied her in a bottle. On reaching 
home, she poured a small portion into a cup, which she intended to 
drink, She placed the cup on the table, when the deceased came in, 
and without asking her sanction, took it up and swallowed the con- 
tents. The surgeon stated that from the peculiar smell of the liquor 
left in the bottle, he was of opinion it contained prussic acid.

CANADA AND THE CANADIANS. 
TORONTO. 
(From a Correspondent. ) 


Among the many symptoms of a daily increasing enlightenment, 
itis gratifying to observe the growing interest which Englishmen 
begin to feel in their colonies, and the general desire which has of 
Jate appeared among them to become better acquainted with the 
more distant possessions of the crown, the importance of which be~ 
gins to be appreciated by all classes. 

And when itis considered that the greatness of England depends 
so mainly upon her colonies forming, as they do, the pillars of her 
commerce in peace and of her power in war, it is matter of surprise 
how much indifference has until lately continued to prevail upon the 
subject; and still more so, how, under the misrule naturally conse- 
quent upon this ignorance, the possessions of the empire have 
flourished and improved, advancing in civilisation with a rapidity 
which in the older countries has no parallel, 

It will hardly be believed that so recently as the late American 
war, several vessels laden with timber were sent from England to the 
Quebec dockyard, while, with an unusual degree of consideration, 
the admiralty despatched some hundred casks for containing fresh 
water for the use of the navy on the Lakes of Canada. About the 
same period the St. Lawrence, a frigate built and then lying at 
Kingston, Upper Canada, was directed by the admiralty to sail for 
Spithead for the purpose of being paid off; a feat little less difficult 
than it would be for a seventy-four to sail from London to Paris, 
and an unfortunate lieutenant narrowly escaped a court-martial for 
disobedience of orders in having hesitated to comply with the admi- 
ralty instructions to sail from Lake Ontario to Lake Erie, an under- 
dertaking which involved the trifling difficulty of sailing up the Falls 
of Niagara! 

The lords of the admiralty, in common with the rest of the world, 
are now aware that timber grows in America, and that the Lakes of 
Canada are fresh water; but still there is comparatively little known 
of a colony which, in point of physical and geographical advantages, 
is inferior to no country under the sun, A thirst for knowledge cannot, 
however, long co-exist with ignorance; and a desire to become ac- 
quainted with the wants and resources of Canada having once ap- 
peared, it will be met with a corresponding degree of information 
and instruction. 

The sudden formation and rapid progress of towns in America is 
a subject which cannot fail to strike an Old country man. Take, for 
instance, Toronto (a sketch of which appeared in a late number of 
the “Pictorial Times“), and which, in the space of thirty years, has 
become, from a village containing a few hundred souls, a flourishing 
town with above twenty thousand inhabitants, and possessing most of 
the comforts, and many of the luxuries, of the generality of English 
country towns, her seniors by centuries, 

About ten years ago the seat of government, which had been held 
at Toronto, was removed to Kingston; and the absence of a resident 
governor, with his train of officials, as also of a large garrison, was 
severely felt, and obliged Toronto to a pply all her energies to over. 
come her Loss, ` The strong exertion of inward resources is seldom 
without its reward, and in this case has proved how far more bene- 
ficial in its results is reliance on native industry than on foreign 
support. So far from degenerating, Toronto has continued to im- 
prove, and is now the most flourishing town of Western Canada. 

It is amusing to observe the transformations which have taken 
place in its public buildings since Toronto was shorn of its official 
greatness ; the parliament building has been converted into a mad- 

ouse; by a less easy transformation the governor's residence has 
become a normal school, his: excellency’s stable is now a theatre, 
and the principal barrack has sprouted forth into a lawyers’ hall. 

The accompanying sketches will show that, as far as architectural 
beauty is concerned, the change in the latter case has been decided 
for the better; but, alas! where are ye now, ye gallant 93d High. 
landers, who once called Osgoode Hall your barracks? Hushed aro 
the pibroch's notes, which once resounded through your courts, 
No more the loud réveillé startles the drowsy citizens from sleep. 


Gone are 
The neighing steed, and the shrill trump, 
The spirit-stirring drum and ear-piercing fife ; 
The royal banner, and all quality, 
Pride, pomp, and circumstance of glorious war; 


and in their place the bustling attorney prepares his bill of costs, the 
sage barrister rehearses eloquence, the dignified judge dispenses 
law. Black gowns and green bags have superseded red coats and 
tartan kilts, and melted into thin air are the idle crowds which would 
once collect at the gate to watch the manceuvres of those stalwart 
men, as bedirked and bekilted they moved in proud consciousness of 
the admiration they excited. Many a group of American travellers 
would then stop, and utter quaint remarks upon the breadth of chest 
and ruddiness of cheek of these mountain warriors, while beneath 
green veils and black silk dresses (the uniform travelling dress of 
American ladies) a fearful struggle would take place between 
female curiosity and Yankee fastidiousness, till the spiritof Eve con- 
quers, the green veil is thrown back, and soft expressive glances of 
undisguised admiration rest on those sturdy forms, “horrid bare 
legs“ notwithstanding ! 

No doubt the sword of justice is in these pipin 
(and long may they last !) a far more necessary TARA than the 
claymore ; and so it is, perhaps, as well that“ Othello's occupation’s 
gone!” Napoleon observed of England that she had a hundred re- 
ligions and one sauce. Canada is too young a country to need such 
stimulants as sauces ; but in point of diversity of religious creeds the 
remark is far more applicable to the province than to the mother 
country; there is scarcely a village which does not boast its half 
dozen denominations, and as for Toronto ever fifth }

spiritual wants are already so amply provided for? 

An Englishman is struck with the utter absence of anything ap- 
proaching to good taste in the buildings in Toronto. Of late a few 
edifices have appeared, in which the hand of the architect is visible, 
such as those herein represented and several others: but the ma. 

` jority of public buildings and private houses are neither commodious 
nor ornamental ;‘ the defects in the latter in particular are rendered 
the more glaring by the ambitious names which their owners love to 
bestow upon them; thus a fifth rate Baker Street house is exalted 
to the dignity of a royal residence (a proof, says the“ Emigrant,” of 
the love of monarchical institutions among the Canadian people); a 
multi-chimneyed two story house, with a cabbage garden in its rear, 
bears the recherche title of the mansion of the Moser (equally strong 
proof, one might infer, of a bias towards 0 !); and innumer- 
able dwellings, built with truly plebeian taste, find themselves digni- 
fied by the most aristocratic appellations — thus there are“ lodges ” 
without gates, “ parks” without trees, “ granges ” without grounds, 
and “ villas” without gardens, i 

However, Canadian builders do not work for posterity, and as few 
houses survive a thirty years’ lease, future generations will not have 
to blush for the misnomenclature of their ancestry. 

A walk down King Street on a fine day conveys a very agreeable 
impression of Toronto. Shops which would not disgrace Regent 
Street, either in outward appearance, or the value and fashion of their 
contents; women, pretty and well dressed (too richly dressed in- 
deed, but still with taste); well paved streets, with here and there a 
gas-lamp and a telegraphic pole, to remind one of its rapidly ad- 
vancing civilisation ; thoroughly London looking cabs and omni- 
buses, well appointed private carriages with emblazoned panels 
(bearing many an armorial shield which her Majesty's Garter King 
of Arms never dreamt of — mais n'importe — this is a free countr A 
a fair sprinkling of red coats, universit gowns, and colonial dandies, 
all combine to make one fancy himself in a very respectable English 
country town, or in anything, indeed, but a town a little older than 
Belgrave Square. 

It should not be forgotten that the society of Toronto is consti- 
tuted on the most aristocratic model; Vienna does not boast more 
exclusiveness than this little town in its own little vin it from the 
créme de la créme to the mere bourgeoise there are innumerable 
cliques, each jealous of its own rights and privileges, and careful to 
admit within its sanctum no one not duly qualified, whether by 
fortune, local rank, or influence ; neither birth nor education being 
allowed to have anything to say in the matter. 

The population of Toronto consists chiefly of the descendants of 
N. E. loyalists [i. e. British subjects who during the revolutionary 
war adhered to the British Geck and English, Scotch, and Irish 
emigrants; the former well merit the success which has in general 
attended their efforts, to regain by industry or talent what their fore. 
fathers had sacrificed to an honourable sense of duty; while the 
latter have themselves principally to blame if they fail to better their 
condition, and eventually secure to themselves or their children 
competence or independence. Of Americans there are few settled 
in the vicinity of ‘Toronto; indeed, there appears to be throughout 
Canada a decided prejudice against the neighbouring E 
feeling as little worthy of Canadians as it is merited by the Ame- 
ricans, for a nation which has within half a century raised itself from 
a revolted colony to one of the most powerful empires in the world 
deserves respect, even SE its citizens speak through their noses, 
chew tobacco, and bolt their dinners— faults, by the way, from 
which your true born Canadian is not altogether exempt. 

The large increase in the value of land in Toronto and its neigh- 
bourhood is a fact which speaks wonders in favour of its progress ; 
nor is there any reason to apprehend that the future will belie the 
promise of the past; for by its fortunate position on the lake shore, 
enjoying an unrivalled water communication with the whole pro- 
vince, a fine fertile back country, with thousands and thousands of 
acres whose virgin soil offers a rich field for enterprise and industry 
— a healthy climate, and, in' common with the whole province, the 
greatest extent of civil and religious ie eier ec? with 1 5 
government, what is wanting to secure to Toronto her present ran 
as the queen of Western Canada, even when Canada shall take rank 
among the empires of the world? Nothing but wisdom and energy, 
and let us hope that neither shall be found wanting.

Dnurpicar Tempres 1x ScorłaxD.— Several of the Druids’ places 
of worship are stillto be seen in the Highlands. Of these temples, 
at which the ancient Caledonians were wont to worship, the largest 
we have seen in the north is one in Morayshire, and those at Leys 
and Torbreck, near Inverness. In our own neighbourhood, above 
Dochmaluag, there is a pretty large one, the stones of which, it is 
maintained by many of the peasants in the district, are said to have 
been at one time human beings, which were overtaken with judg- 
ment for dancing on the Sabbath day, and that the positions of the 
stones exactly correspond with the different attitudes of the dancers.

THE INDUSTRIOUS IRISH POOR IN ENGLAND. 


Mr. T. Campbell Foster, the “ Times commissioner,” whose 
letters on the social condition of Ireland attracted so much attention 
a year or two ago, has now written a long letter, the burden of which 
is Irish indolence. He contends that the Irish labourer prefers 
poverty and wretchedness, and dependence, with a very little labour, 
to comfort and independence and wealth with hard work: that with- 
out the spur of necessity he will not voluntarily give his labour, 

There needs neither“ ghost to come from the ve,” nor special 
commissioner of any kind, to tell us that man prefers idleness to in. 
dustry. It is not a principle inherent in the Milesian more than in 
any other human being; the instinct is universal; and nothing has 
corrected it in England, Holland, China, or wherever industry is most 
rife, but the growth of artificial wants, and the stimulus of commer. 
cial enterprise. Our forefathers neither delved nor spun until stimu- 
lated by necessity. The decree that man shall eat bread by the 
sweat of his brow is unquestionably of divine origin, but it was 
the creation of a want in the breasts of men that the command was 
imparted. The fewer the wants the smaller is the amount of toil 
given to their redress, Ireland, in her ignorance and isolation, sees 
little of the condition of those whose industry has procured them a 
large addition to the comforts of life; and, wanting this example be- 
yond the “ spur of necessity,” remains in a state of indigence; but 

ive her living proofs of what labour and enterprise will do, and see 
ow prompt her children are to labour! ‘Take the Irishman on the 
eastern coast of Ireland as an example. The commissioner says, 
“ The people on the eastern coast are better off, because they are 
more industrious, and they are more industrious because they have 
amongst them a large admixture of men of English blood, who have 
transplanted amongst them the characteristics o their race industry 
. 
he Englishman acquired his habits in his native country, and 
these habits were created by the knowledge of their importance to 
the supply of their artificial desires, which centuries of usage have 
almost made “ native and to the manner born.” Multiply the ex- 
amples of industry in Ireland, and the national character must in- 
evitably undergo a salutary change. And if living proofs of the 
blessings of well-directed labour cannot be everywhere afforded, let 
the philanthropist try the effort of pictorial instruction. Hogarth’s 
contrast of the apprentices taught many a wholesome lesson. May 
we hope that the attempts of our artist to exhibit the industridus 
Irish poor as they are found in England may likewise have its 
healthy influence?

of the public finances were such, that the amount already at the 
Credit of the crown revenue would enable the administration to liqui- 
date during the current year the whole of the outstanding debentures, 
amounting to about 100,000/., which had been issued to meet the ex- 

This, he remarked, would 
leave the territorial revenue wholly unencumbered, and consequently

Matra, Ocr. A. Die brig Navy, ‘Tait, master, arrived here in 35 
days from Alexandria. She had in a cargo of beans for Cork, and 
was provided with a clean bill of health. On her arrival here, she 
went into the quarantine harbour, where she was visited by the officer 
hcustomed to that duty.

SWITZERLAND, — T'he course adopted by the French government in 
relation to the questions which now agitate the Swiss confederacy 
has excited the most profound indignation on the part of the federal 
executive government at Berne. It appears a train of waggons con- 
taining arms and ammunition, and weighing so much as a hundred 
tons, have been lately expedited from the royal arsenal at Besancon, 
and destined for the canton of Fribourg, one of those of the Sonder- 
bund. To reach its d stination it must pass through the small can- 
ton of Neufchatel, The authorities there were accordingly warned 
by the federal executive at Berne of the necessity of intercepting 
such a supply of arms jn obedience to the decree of the Diet to that 
effect.

THE CURRENCY AND THE TIMES.“ 

Tue “Times” informs its readers, with evident satisfaction, 
that at the Cabinet Council on Tuesday it was determined there 
should not be any interference of the government with the cur- 
rency of the country. The government, observes the editor of 
that journal, 


Will not 115 75 to feed millions, to work factories, and to construct 
many miles of railway with paper of a certain inimitable water- 
mark inscribed with mysterious cabala. It will not give that illu- 
sory aid which can only postpone the inevitable day of account, foster 
a belief in a capital which does not exist, tempt its dupes into a 
deeper abyss of speculation, and perhaps make a less culpable class 
of unfortunates bear the brunt of the present evil day. , 

After rejoicing in the probable continuance of a fettered cur- 
rency—fettered by fixing the price of gold therein—this most in- 
consistent public writer proceeds to commend the government for 


leaving capital, money, and credit to the natural workings and self- 
adjustment of the open market within the prudent limits of the ex- 
isting law. 

A law which, by contradicting the very principles here asserted, 
has brought us, in a period of thirty-two years, toa declaration on 
the part of the Commissioners of the National Debt, in the 
„London Gazette,” that xo sum of revenue is left this quarter for 
areduction of the public debt. Is not this the result, we ask, 
of the so-pronounced “ prudent limits” of the currency? Is it 
not, too, certainly tending to make “a less culpable class of unfor- 
tunates bear the brunt of the evil day” in years to come—a public 
debt of nearly eight hundred millions reduced only by about as 
many millions in twenty-eight years! 

On the contrary, because we abhor the national sin of repudia- 
tion, we advocate, and until a change is effected shall persever- 
ingly advocate, a currency on the principle of that which existed 
prior to the Act of 1819 coming into operation—one that co-existed 
with a surplus revenue of sixteen‘millions annually, and one which, 
if happily it had not been suspended, would have enabled the dis- 
charge of the five hundred millions of debt created during the 
European war. Such would have been the difference between 
Peel’s currency, so strenuously maintained by the “ Times,” and 
the just and sufficient currency for which we contend, 

The “ Times,” it appears, has vouchsafed a fraternal embrace 
to the editor of the “ Examiner,” and has introduced into its 
columns an article in which the following passage occurs :— 

The currency bill of Sir Robert Peel aimed merely at the regula- 

tion of the issue of notes by the Bank. It said to the Bank, “ You 
shall enjoy the lucrative privilege of issuing promissory notes to the 
extent of 14,000,000/. ; beyond that amount you shall not issue except 
in exchange for gold.” Is this all “ that Deels bill did?“ 
Had it been so, it has done as much of mischief as any one piece 
of legislative blundering could well effect, for it has brought one 
large and solvent firm of our commercial class after another to the 
dust. When some such remark was made in the House of Com- 
mons at the close of the last session, we well remember the perti- 
nent and impressive remark of Mr. Henley, the talented member 
for Oxfordshire. If fourteen millions, why not twenty-four, or 
twenty-eight? What is there peculiar in the figure of fourteen if 
a larger sum is required?—or words to that effect. But Peel's 
pill has done a vast deal more. However much population or 
productive power might increase, “ Deele bill has put a limit to the 
formerly permitted issues of the bankers of England and Wales 
beyond a circuit of sixty miles from London, to the healthy and 
prosperous circulation of Scotland, and to that of Ireland; and 
although in the latter country, by a stroke of Providence, the po- 
tato crop, valued at sixteen millions, was abstracted, and although 
that class of food constituted the circulating medium, as it were, of 
the agricultural class, no relaxation of the monetary system took 
place there. 

The writer then proceeds, in accordance with the teaching of 
the “Times,” to argue that what we now experience is a short- 
ness of capital and not of money; and then so completely plunges 
into the same sea of confusion with the“ leviathan,” confounding 
capital with money, and declaring among other wise saws that 
«the leading manufacturers had engaged to bring forward more 
capital in a given time than can be found existing.” puis we hear 
any opinion of this kind when, between the years 17 97 and 1815, 
a population in Great Britain, rising from ten to thirteen millions, 
advanced to the state, from surplus capital, what constitutes the 
five hundred millions of the national debt, besides paying annually 
a larger sum of taxation than is now imposed upon the present 
population, larger by fifty per cent. ? ; 

And what is the result? The alarming exportation of the ma- 
chinery for manufacturing cotton and wool to the United States 
and the continent of Europe; the export, to a great extent, of 
the frames and machinery of Nottinghamshire and Leicester- 
shire; and the expatriation of workmen to become our rivals ; 
and all because the prices of their production cannot 80 expand — 
the home trade of this country, so as to include the indirect taxa- 


tion by customs and excise which are imposed upon them, and 


which they are, by the nature of our existing EE 
from carrying forward in price to the consumer. This is all 
done to escape from the effects of a legislative fraud, perpetrated 
in this country by the monetary acts of 1819 and 1844. 


But let the “ Times“ itself be heard as to the effects of the 


present system, which its editor blindly or astutely ascribes to 


another cause. In a leading article of Monday the following 
passage occurs: —. 


The immense decrease in the importation of raw grote apie 
facture, and the consequent decrease was showing itse 


ports, threaten a serious diminution of the wealth, the credit, and the 
happiness of the country. 


We admit the fact alleged, and we have, we hope, in former 
articles satisfactorily shown that they are traceable, mainly, to 
the operation of the “ prudent limits of the present law.” This, 
as the writer in the“ Examiner” observes, is what Peel’s bill has 
done. But again let it be observed, what a clerical correspondent 
of the “ Times” declares regarding the delectable condition into 
which Sir Robert Peel's currency bills have brought us: writing 
from Lancashire, this contributor thus observes : — 


More than one half of the mills are stopped; the remainder are 
working short time. The operative is starving ; the cry for bread is 
very loud. The workhouses are full, and the poor rates are increased 
fourfold. Everything is gloom in presence and in prospect. 


We had a famine of food in Ireland; and notwithstanding all 
the sophistries of journalists, we pronounce these effects to flow 
from a famine of money, and from that alone. 

Thisjis the condition into which the “ prudent limits of the 
present money law” have brought us nationally. This is the 
consequence, we aver, of not “ leaving the capital, money, and 
credit to the natural adjustments of the open market,” which 
could alone be effected by a free price of gold in our paper cur- 
rency. The“ prudent limits” of the existing law have no better 
illustration in modern times than the tying down of the valves of 
the “ Cricket” steamer; and let Lord John Russell beware, lest in 
the determination of his government to follow further the fallacies 
of Sir Robert Peel, he does not stand convicted before the civi- 
lised world of producing, in the first and most wealthy empire on 
earth, an explosion as much more fearful in its results, as the mil- 
lions of our population exceed the hundred who perished or were 
perilled in the recent catastrophe upon the Thames.

THE COURT. 

On Monday morning an untoward accident occurred to the Prin- 
cess Royal. Her Royal Highness, accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales, was taking her usual morning ride in the Home Park on her 
favourite Shetland pony, attended by the governess, when they were 
joined in their rambles by a small pony (another great favourite), 
which was grazing inthe park. This pony commenced a variety of 
gambols, and at last set offat full speed, followed by the ponies ridden 
by their royal highnesses. The Prince, who is an excellent rider, 
kept his seat manfully; but the Princess Royal was not so fortunate, 
being thrown upon the grass—happily, however, escaping without the 
slightest injury. The little pony is not to graze in this part of the 
park in future. 

An accident occurred to the Duchess of Kent on Monday evening. 
As her Royal Highness was proceeding in her carriage from Frog- 
more House to Windsor Castle, the ccachman, hearing a horse and 
vehicle coming towards them ata furious rate, drove as closely as 
possible to the rails on the near side of the Frogmore Road, 
Within a fewseconds a most fearful collision took place; a runaway 
horse, attached to a spring cart belonging to Hamilton Parkes, Esq., 
of Woodside, Old Windsor, dragging the vehicle with immense force 
against the carriage of the Duchess, throwing her Royal Highness 
into the arms of Lady Anna Maria Dawson, to the great alarm of 
the whole of the inmates. The wheel of the cart, for a time, was 
locked to the hind wheel of the carriage; the horse, during the 
while, kicking and plunging until he extricated himself from the 
cart (which was a perfect wreck) by the breaking off of both the 
shafts. Such was the violent nature of the concussion that the hind 
axle of the Duchess's carriage was completely bent. The escape of 
the Duchess is described by those who witnessed the accident as most 
miraculous, for had the shaft of the cart penetrated the carriage the 
painful result may easily be imagined. ‘The Duchess and her at- 
tendants then proceeded to the Castle in Sir George Couper's 
brougham, her Royal Highness's carr age being totally unfit for 
present use. Great credit is due to the Duchess of Kent's coach- 
man for the care and prudence he observed on the occasion. The 
three persons in the cart, consisting of the butler of Mr. Hamilton 
Parkes, with his wife far advanced in KEE and the cook, who 
were thrown out into the road, were all seriously injured.

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Mr. Ellis says that he does “ not recollect having met with a 
female in the island of Tahiti, during the whole period of his 
residence there, who had been a mother while idolatry prevailed, who 
had not imbued her hands in the blood of her offspring!” This state 
of things was known to the directors of the Missionary Society in 

ngland ; their “ deputation,” therefore, could not fail to inquire 
concerning it on their arrival in those regions. They say, therefore, 
October 1, 1821:— 


While going to Mr. Wilson’s in the morning we conversed with Mr. Nott, who 
has resided here from the commencement of the mission, on the subject of in- 
fanticide, and learned with horror that it had been practised to an extent incre- 
dible, except on such testimony and evidence as he and the brethren on other 
stations have had the means o accumulating. He assured us that three-fourths 
of the children were wont to be murdered as soon as they were born by one or 
other of the unnatural parents, or by some person employed for that purpose — 
wretches being found who might be called infant assassins by trade. He men- 
tioned having met a woman soon after the abolition of the diabolical practice, to 
whom he said, “ How many children have vous?“ „ This one in my arms,” was 
her answer. And how many did you kill?” She replied, “ Eight!” An- 
other woman, to whom the same questions were put, confessed that she had de- 
stroyed seventeen! Nor were these solitary cases. Sin was so effectually doing 
its work in these dark places of the earth, that full as they were of the habitations 
of cruelty and wickedness, war, profligacy, and murder were literally extermi- 
nating a people unworthy to live, and soon would the“ cities have been wasted 
without inhabitants, the houses without a man, and the land been utterly deso- 
late.“ But the gospel stepped in and the plague was stayed. Now the married 
among the christianised population are exceedingly anxious to have offspring, 
and those who have them nurse their infants with the tenderest affection. 


The Rev. John Williams bears a similar testimony to the exist 
ence of this species of horrid cruelty in Raiatea, the first principal 
station of his labours, though he remarks the“ practice did not pre- 
vail either at the Navigators or Hervey groups of Islands: 


During the visit of the deputation in 1822 (he remarks), our respected friend 
G. Bennett, Esq., was our guest for three or four months ; and on one occasion, 
while conversing on the subject, he expressed a wish to obtain accurate knowledge 
of the extent to'which this cruel 1 had prevailed. Three women were sitting 
in the room at the time, making European garments under Mrs. W.’s direction, 
and after replying to Mr. Bennett’s in uiries, I said, “ T have no doubt that each 
of these women have destroyed some of their children.” Looking at them with 
an expression of surprise and incredulity, Mr. B. exclaimed “ Impossible! such 
motherly, respectable women could never have been guilty of so great an atro- 
cit . “Weli added, we'll ask them.” Addressing the first, I said to her, 
“ Friend, how many children have you destroyed? She was startled at my 
question, and at first charged me with unkindness in harrowing up her feelings 
by bringing the destruction of her babes to her remembrance ; but upon hearing 
the object of my inquiry, she replied, with a faltering voice,“ I have destroyed 
nine.” The second, with eyes suffused with tears, said, “I have destroyed 
seven ;” and a third informed us that she had destroyed five. Thus three indi- 
viduals, casually selected, had killed one and twenty children! But I am happy 
to add that these mothers were, at the time of this conversation, and continued 
to be so long as I knew them, consistent members of the church under my care, 


Messrs. Bennett and Tyerman, in the “Journal of their Travels,”

ree in order so far to blunt their sensibilities on the subject, as to 
fead them to contemplate the drowning of a daughter as far more 
excusable than the treading of a printed paper under foot. . The ex- 
tent of infanticide in the capital has been calculated by the number 
of infants thrown out every night, and gathered by the police in the 
morning, to be buried in one common hole without the city. One 
writer informs us that ten or a dozen infants are picked up every 
morning in Pekin alone; hence the murders in that city must 
amount to several thousands annually. 

Infanticide and its abolition, however, have their most instructive 
illustrations in the records of a mission to the South Sea Islands. 
Th those regions, superstition and idolatry were accomplishing by this 
means their most dreadful work, in the destruction of the whole 
population, until the gospel of Christ arrested its awful rogress, 
On these subjects we have the intelligent and affecting eler of 
the elder missionaries, the Rey. Messrs. Nott, Ellis, and Williams. 
When Captain Cook visited Tahiti in 1774 the population was com- 

uted to exceed 200,000, or, according to Forster, jat about 160,000; 

ut when the missionaries landed in 1797 it was reduced to only 
about 16,000, and during the next ten years, it was further wasted to 
between 5000 and 6000, and this partly by-savage wars between the 
chiefs, but chiefly by the murder of their offspring! Two thirds of 
the children ‘orn alive, it is believed, were massacred by their own 
parents! The universality of this crime was no less painful and 
astonishing than its repeated perpetration by the same individuals, 
Without reference to other deeds of barbarism, they were, in this 
respect, a nation of murderers ; and in connection with the Areol in- 
stitutions murder was sanctioned by their laws, one of which was, 
that in obedience to an express injunction of the tutelar gods of the 
society, none of their children should be permitted to live. When 
the parents were of unequal rank, the children were most invariably 
destroyed. The Raatiras, or secondary class of chiefs, appear to

A short time after receiving this extraordinary intelligence, she sailed 
to Aimeo, and, on reaching the shore, hurried with excited feelings to the house 
of her relatives, and, as she approached it, beheld with wonder and delight a fine 
young girl standing in the doorway. At once she recognised her own image in 
the countenance of the child. It was her daughter. She clasped her to her 
bosom; but I must leave imagination to fill up the scene as she exclaimed, 
“ Rejoice with me, for this my daughter was dead and is alive again.” The mo- 
ther is gone to her rest, but the daughter is, at the present time, an active teacher 
in our echools, and a consistent member of a Christian church. 

Records so extraordinary as these, Sé the advancement of 
humenity and civilisation, under the renovating power of British 
Protestant Christianity, cannot fail to impress most deeply the mind 
of every one who is brought to consider their character.

The motion of the head not being in accord- 
ance with that of the hand which holds the glasses, has the effect of trying the 
eyes exceedingly in their constant and ineffectual endeavour to adjust themselves 
to the position of the glasses, inducing 3 fatigue to the eyes, and ren- 
dering necessary an earlier resort to glasses of a higher power than would have 
been required had proper spectacles been adopted from the commencement. 
But a siugle eye-glass is more injurious still; and many young men, who, from 
shortness of sight, or a singular vanity, have thought proper to use a quizzing 
glass (as it is termed), have had reason to regret it to the end of their lives. 

am acquainted with a gentleman, the sight of whose right eye has been seriously 
impaired, from his having, in early life, constantly used one of these eye-glasses, 
and numerous other instances have come to my knowledge. The consequences 
to perfect vision are serious, for as one eye is made to do more work than the 
other, an alteration in their relative strength takes place; the result is, that 
sooner or later, when the person resorts to spectacles, he finds that the lens 
which suits one eye will not at all suffice for the other. Watchmakers and other 
artists, who work with a magnifier, are very subject to this imperfection of 
vision, and generally find that they see better with one eye than the other. If, 
instead of always applying the magnifying glass to one eye, they were to use the 
other eye in turn, a habit which might be easily acquired in early life, although 
with difficulty afterwards, they would preserve the power of their eyes more 
equally, and the perfection of vision longer ; for, by using the eyes alternately, 
rest, and an opportunity of recovering from the fatigue produced by the exertion 
of looking through the magnifier, would be afforded to each. In like manner, 
those who indulge in microscopical and astronomical pursuits shouid learn to 
use either eye indifferently, instead of always trusting to one, although we almost 
instinctively apply the right eye to a telescope or microscope. An eminent op. 
tician informed me that, from constantly looking through microscopes, &c., with 
his right eye, the focus of that eye has been rendered so much Jonger than that 
of the left, that whilst the left eye is suited by a glass that is perfectly plane, the 
right requires a lens of thirty-six inches focal length. — Cooper's Practical

Mr. Jonathan Duncan next addressed the meeting. The Anti-Gold Law 
Society considered that money was a legal tender, and that currency was not; 
and that the power to circulate money should vest in the crown, subject to the 
sanction of parliament. It was, they might remember, a principle in the ancient 
constitution of the land, that taxation should be paid in British commodities 
until it was altered by Henry the First, who issued money called Exchequer. 
tallies. That system continued down to 1694, when the Bank of England was 
first established, That was the manner by which they established their colonial 
empire. (The tally was then produced by the speaker: which was a piece of 
wood about two feet long, with notches cut into it, which represented the debt 
due by the individual, in the shape of taxes.) The holder of that, continued the 
speaker, was proved to be exempt, and when the tax-gatherer came round he 
took it to the Exchequer, where it was compared with a counterpart kept for 
that purpose. Sir Robert Peel made currency depend on the scarcest metal in 
the world, and how could it be expected that under such a state of things their 
commerce or manufactures could flourish ? He was quite aware that a great deal 
of mysticism was afloat, with regard to a state of the depreciation of paper cur- 
rency during the late war. Before the Restriction Act was passed, a pound-note 
and a shilling would purchase a guinea; whereas afterwards it would take a 
pound and seven or eight shillings. But suppose, they sald, that, instead of 

iving that sum for a guinea, they gave it for 129 grains of gold, which became 
ear because it became scarce, in consequence of foreign subsidies and the price 
of wheat having risen. The true statement, therefore, would be that the note 
did not depreciate, but the gold, in consequence of scarcity, was made of greater 
value. It was said that the railways ought to be stopped to avoid the pressure 
on the money market, and that was because there was not gold enough to carry 
on the manufactures. Now what would be the consequence if that were done ? 

here were, at the very least, according to a return made by the House of Com. 
mons in May last, 2,500,000 persons dependent on railways; if the railways were 
stopped, these would be thrown out of employment, and be placed on the poor- 
rate. The amount to support each would be 127. a-year at the least, and thus 
24,000,000/. must of Necessity be added to the burthen of the country. The 
learned and eloquent gentleman then referred to the opinions of Hume, Franklin, 
and others to show that a paper currency was not productive of mischievous con- 
sequences in any state. He then instanced a case where in Guernsey a market 
place was built absolutely for nothing, and now produced a rental of 4007. a-year. 
he high bailiff issued a number of notes for 40002. on the credit of the public 
Toperty at Guernsey; these notes were circulated by the tradesmen employed 
n building it among each other, and the butchers and shopkeepers, inasmuch as 
the wulle it“ of Guernsey was at stake for their repayment. When the market 
Was built it was let for 4007. a-year, and in the course of ten years that rent went 
to pay the 4000/., the amount of the notes issued; and thus an income of 400/, 
yearly was had for the town without a farthing expense, for the notes were origi- 
Nally issued without any interest. He did not see why railways in that crisis 
could not be constructed on the same plan, instead of throwing so many people 
out of employment ; but he only threw it out as a suggestion as he proceeded 
with his argument. He had devoted several years of his life to an anxious con- 
sideration of that most important subject, and he could conscientiously tell the 
meeting that all the nations of antiquity were ruined by their money Das, and 
that such a fate would be that of Great Britain, unless the currency acts of Sir 
Robert Peel were changed, and that speedily. After some further observations 
cheatin es of the country, Mr. Duncan resumed his seat amid loud 

Mr. Bell next addressed the meeting The liabilities of the Bank of England 
were at that moment 37,000, 000%, while the amount in bullion possessed by them 
was only eight, and they, therefore, might be deemed insolvent, for they were 
not at that moment able to convert their liabilities into gold, and never were, 
It was said, also, that the distresses which surrounded them were caused by 
undue speculation, and a very influential journalist stated that it arose because 
mercantile men trade, not on capital, but credit. It ought, however, to be recol- 
lected that commerce could Dot exist a single day without credit. They found 
that labour was not capital, because factories were compelled to close, and 
mills to stop working. The entire bullion of the country was only sixty 
millions, while the taxes were sixty also, showing, according to the opinion 
of Sir Robert Peel, that the tax gatherers were the only persons of capi- 
tal in Great Britain.’ But the fact was, that so long as the value of credit was 
Not recognised, they were always on the verge of barbarism, and almost com- 
pelled to Carry on their affairs by mere barter. The “ Examiner ” said 
that the railway projectors were to blame, in consequence of entering into 
eugagements which they had not capital to meet. But had the farmer or the 
Manufacturer capital enough to carry on his operations ? Now, surely, although 
their gold might have been taken away by foreign imports, the railway proprie- 
tors did not do so. They had plenty of food in the country — plenty of wood, of 
timber, and iron, to construct railways, and why should a scarcity of gold pre- 
vent them from being carried into effect, if it were not for the vicious rinciple 
on which their currency laws were founded ? ‘There was one thing, at al events, 
in the conduct of Sir Charles Wood, that he was a great hoper — that he hoped 
against hope — for he said in May last that the danger was gone; he repeated 
this assertion the other day, and would no doubt do so in December, when their 
Breatest difficulties were, it was said, to commenre. The conduct of Sir Charles 
reminded him of a story which he had seen in a Yankee paper. It appeared that 
when Noah was about to build the ark, he called a large limbed fellow, as all 
were at that day, to assist him, as he was in the want of labourers, and he should 
rive him a passage free (laughter).

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Suat Desrs Court.—The “ Sheriff’s Court, London,” for the 
recovery of debts under 20/., was opened on Tuesday for the first 
time, at the Queen's Bench Court, Guildhall, before Mr. Commis- 
sioner Bullock.
